LANDS ON FOREST TREES 


Heavy Branch Breaks Through Floor 


of Cabin Amidships, While Other 
Branches Make Short Work of Gas 
Compartments—Accident 
Happens 


After Thrilling Excursion of News- 
paper Men Who Are Unhurt 


Dusseldorf, Qer., June 29.—Count 


Zeppelin's passenger airship Dctitsch- 
land, the highest developed of all the 
famous aeronaut's models, lies en top 
of the Teutoburgian forest, pierced 
with pine tree stems, a mass of de- 
flated silk and twisted aluminum. The 
thirty-three persons aboard, after a 
wild contest with a storm, escaped 
uninjured, climbing down a rope lad- 
der from the wreck on the pine tops. 


Herr Colesmann, general manager 


of the new airship company; Chief 
Engineer Duerr of the Zeppelin com- 
pany, and Captain Kannenberg, who 
personally had charge of the crew of 
ten, 
and twenty 
newspaper men, 


sailed from Dusseldorf for a 
thrco 


hours' excursion. 
The objective point 


was. Dortmund, thirty-five miles from 
Diisseldorf, but a high wind prevailed 
and an effort 
was made to 
reach 


Munster, a garrison town, BO that a 
landing might be made on the parade 
ground by the aid of the soldiers, as 
It was realized that It would require 
a largo number of them to hold the 
vast contrivance of silk and metal 
against the wind. 


It was dangerous to attempt a land- 


Ing In an open field, because of thr 
storm. Inasmuch as Ihe metal was 
likely lo pound to pieces. 
In the high 


wind one of the motors refused to 
work, and the other two were nol 
jmwerful enough to make any progress 
In the gale. 
The 
airship 
drifted, 


ewaylng In the 
violent gusts, 
and 


'sometimes leaning to an angle of 40 
degrees, and all the while the engine- 
men were at work repairing the dis- 
abled motor. 


When this was done all four screws 


were driven at their full pow«r, un- 
der which, in normal conditions, the 
airship was capable of attaining 
r> 


speed of forty miles an hour. 
IJut 


the helsman was unable to keep his 
course, and tho great craft was swung 
about at the mercy of the winds. 


Coiesmann did not dare t\> turn the 


ship around for fear of overturning 
a n d - h e df-clded to drift In the gale, 
which was now blowing at the rate of 


. fifty miles an hour, toward Osna- 


bruck, which Is also a garrison sta- 
tion. If he missed that he would have 
to continue on to Seim.

cabin amidships, throwing two of the 
gueets to the floor. Other branches 
ripped through Ike gas compartments, 
and the whole great structure settled 
down thirty or furty feet 
from 
the 


ground. 


"It isn't the fault of \ he Zeppelin 


system," exclaimed Colesmann; "that 
Is all right. It is our own fault, and 
our benzine ran out."
